a.  The  Board  of  Selectmen  shall  annually,  within  30  days  after  the 
Annual  Town  Meeting,  appoint  an  Inspector  of  Buildings,  referred  to 
in  this  Section  as  the  Inspector,  who  shall  hold  office  for  a  term  of 
one     (1)  year  or  until  his  successor  is  appointed  and  gualified. 

b.  The  Board  of  Selectmen  may,  when  necessary,  authorize  the  Inspector 

to  appoint  assistants,  subject  to  confirmation  by  the  Board  of  Select- 
men.    The  Inspector  may  authorize  such  assistants  to  act  in  his 
behalf  in  executing  any  of  the  duties  of  his  office. 


2.  Salary 

a.     The  Inspector  and  any  assistants  shall  review  such  salaries  as  may 
be  fixed  and  determined  by  the  Town  at  any  regular  of  Special  Town 
Meeting . 

3.  Duties 

a.  The  Inspector  shall  execute  all  tasks  and  duties  specified  by  the 
Massachusetts  State  Building  Code. 

b.  The  Inspector  shall  enforce  this  ByLaw  and  all  amendments  thereto, 
together  with  all  orders  of  the  Board  of  Appeals,  all  variences, 


with  any  conditions  imposed  thereon,  granted  by  the  Board  of  Appeals 
and  all  special  permits,  with  any  conditions  imposed  thereon,  granted 
by  the  Board  of  Appeals. 

c.  The  Inspector  shall  inspect  all  building  operations  and  all  suspec- 
ted or  reported  violations  of  this  ByLaw  or  any  amendment  thereto, 

or  of  any  order,  variance,  special  permit  or  condition  which  is  with- 
in his  authority  to  enforce. 

d.  The  Inspector  has  the  authority  to  issue  a  cease  and  desist  order 
whenever,  in  the  course  of  his  duties,  he  observes  a  violation.  Such 
order  shall  be  posted  on  the  premises  and  delivered  by  hand  or  by 

certified  mail,  return  receipt  requested,  to  the  assessed  owner  of 
the  premises,  or  to  any  person  believed  by  the  Inspector  to  be  res- 
ponsible in  whole  or  in  part  for  the  violation. 

e.  Any  violations  observed  by  the  Inspector  in  the  course  of  his  duties, 
as  well  as  any  enforcement  actions  taken  and/or  requests  for  en- 
forcement actions,  shall  be  reported  by  him  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen 
at  its  next  regular  meeting.     In  January  of  each  year  the  Inspector 
shall  submit  an  annual  report  of  the  work  of  his  office  for  publi- 
cation in  the  Town  Report. 

f.  Any  citizen  of  Williamsburg  or  abuttor  to  the  property  in  question 
may  request,  in  writing,  an  enforcement  action  by  the  Inspector. 
Within  14  days  of  his  receipt  of  such  written  request,  the  Inspector 
shall  notify  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and  the  party  making  such  re- 
quest of  his  action  or  refusal  to  act,  and  of  the  reasons  therefor. 

g.  The  Inspector  shall  not  issue  any  permit  for  building, use  or  oc- 
cupancy which  would  result  in  a  violation  of  this  ByLaw. 

Appeals  of  Orders  of  Decisions  of  the  Inspector. 

a.  Any  person  agrieved  by  reason  of  inability  to  obtain  a  permit  or 
enforcement  action,  or  by  any  other  order  or  decision  of  the  Inspec- 
tor under  the  proviaions  of  this  ByLaw,  may  appeal  the  Inspector's 
action,  inaction,  order  or  decision  to  the  Board  of  Appeals.  Such 
appeal  shall  be  filed  in  writing  with  the  Town  Clerk  within  30  days 

after  receipt  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen  of  notification  of  the 
Inspector's  action,  inaction,  order  or  decision. 

b.  In  the  event  that  no  appeal  is  filed  within  30  days  of  the  Inspec- 
tor's notification  shall  have  the  force  of  a  decision  of  the  Board 
of  Appeals,  entered  as  of  the  30th  day  following  said  notification. 

Penalty 

a.    Whoever  violates  any  provision  of  this  ByLaw  or  any  amendment  there- 
to, or  any  order,  variance,  special  permit  or  condition  issued, 
granted  or  imposed  under  the  provisions  of  this  ByLaw,  shall  be 
punished  by  a  fine  not  exceeding  $100.00  for  each  offense.     Each  day 
that  willful  violation  continues  to  exist  shall  constitute  a  sep- 
arate and  distinct  violation. 

Judicial  Enforcement. 

a.  In  the  event  that  any  order  under  this  ByLaw  of  the  Inspector  and/ 
or  the  Board  of  Appeals  is  not  complied  with,  and  the  period  to 
appeal  such  order  has  expired,  the  Inspector  shall  so  report  to  the 
Board  of  Selectmen  at  its  next  regular  meeting.     The  Board  of  Select- 
men shall  then  seek  judicial  enforcement  of  the  order  or  take  other 
appropriate  action  within  its  authority. 

b.  In  case  of  emergency  involving  health  or  safety,  as  when  a  cease- 
and  desist  order  issued  by  the  Inspector  is  ignored,  the  Inspector 
may  act  directly  to  bring  such  case  to  the  proper  court  of  law.

i.  Conditions 

1.  In  granting  a  Special  Permit,  the  Board  of  appeals  may  impose  such 
conditions,  safeguards  and  limitations  as  it  deems  necessary  to  in- 
sure that  the  proposed  use  will  conform  with  the  standards  set  forth 
in  this  ByLaw.     Such  conditions,  safeguards  and  limitations  shall  be 
in  writing  and  shall  be  a  part  of  the  Special  Permit. 

2.  The  Board  of  Appeals  may  grant  any  Special  Permit  for  a  specified 
period  of  time,  at  the  end  of  which  time  such  Permit  may  expire  or  be 
renewed  at  the  discretion  of  the  Board  of  Appeals.     The  procedures  for 
review  and  renewal  of  such  permits  shall  be  determined  by  the  Board 

of  Appeals. 

3.  If  the  holder  of  any  Special  Permit  fails  to  abide  by  the  terms  set 
forth  in  the  said  Permit,  the  Board  of  Appeals  may  revoke  or  suspend 
the  said  Permit  following  notice  to  statutory  parties  at  interest  and 
a  public  hearing. 

j.  Security 

1.     When  granting  a  Special  Permit,  the  Board  of  Appeals  may  require  a 
bond,  covenant  or  other  form  of  security  to  guarantee  that  the  per- 
mitted use  will  be  implemented  precisely  as  described  in  the  Special 
Permit,  and/or  to  assure  compliance  with  any  and  all  written  condi- 
tions, safeguards  and  limitations  imposed  by  the  Board  of  Appeals.

We  have  been  very  impressed  by  his  competent  handling  of  the 
job  in  his  first  year. 

The  Board  approved  a  rate  hike  for  Continental  Cablevision  which  took  ef- 
fect this  past  summer.     We  were  impressed  by  the  fact  that  the  crowd  at  the 
Public  Hearing  was  there  to  complain  that  the  cable  did  not  reach  far  enough. 
We  arranged  for  an  extension  of  the  line  on  Village  Hill  and  South  Street  if 
enough  houses  agreed  to  pay  a  year  in  advance. 

The  Board  was  present  at  the  two  Public  Hearings  on  the  petition  to  the 
County  Commissioner's  to  close  Reservoir  Road.  We  spoke  in  opposition;  the 
petition  was  denied. 

The  Board  had  the  Haydenville  Center  School  painted  and  the  roof  re-done, 
and  the  electric  system  up  dated.     The  help  of  the  Building  Inspector,  Ben 
Willcutt,  was  central  to  our  management  of  these  contracts. 

The  Board  leased  the  ground  floor  of  the  old  Town  Office  to  Robert  Marstall 
for  three  years,  and  assigned  the  second  story  to  the  Fire  Department  for  use 
as  training  class  area  and  storage. 

We  joined  with  the  Select  Boards  of  Goshen  and  Chesterfield  to  nominate 
Chief  Francis  Dresser,  the  original  and  continual  head  of  the  Goshen  Ambulance 
Service,  as  Outstanding  Municipal  Employee  of  1985  at  the  Massachusetts  Munici- 
pal Association.     He  was  awarded  that  honor. 

We  continue  to  struggle  with  the  problem  of  dogs  as  our  Chairman  had  to 
view  for  report  three  kills  of  domestic  livestock,  chickens  and  rabbits  by 
dogs.     Also,  the  problem  with  automatic  amusement  devices,  and  explaining  that 
everyone,  even  respected  town  citizens,  must  abide  by  the  Protective  (Zoning) 
By-Law. 

The  Select  Board  is  also  defending  the  Town  in  a  suit  claiming  ownership 
of  a  parcel  of  land  which  we  are  certain  is  Town  land.     We  have  now  been  in- 
formed that  the  same  claimants  are  advancing  a  claim  over  a  parcel  which  has 
been  used  as  a  part  of  the  Town  Watershed  for  over  forty  years.     We  expect  it  to 
continue  as  a  part  of  the  Watershed.

We  continue  to  recognize  all 
of  our  citizens  over  the  age  of  ninety  with  small  Birthday  and  Christmas  gifts. 
We  received  over  $1,100.00  in  new  donations  to  the  Arthur  J.  King  Trust  Fund. 
We  made  two  small  grants  to  persons  in  necessity  circumstances. 

The  bulk  of  our  Trust  Fund  money  is  dedicated  to  the  schools.  We  approved 
the  following  grants  to  the  School  Committee.

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REPORT  OF  THE  HIGHWAY  SUPERINTENDENT 

To:     Board  of  Selectmen 

There  were  22  ice  or  snow  storms  in  1985  totaling  63"  of  snow.  Approxi- 
mately 3,750  tons  of  sand  and  125  tons  of  salt  were  used. 

The  construction  on  Nash  Hill  Road  was  completed.     Conway  Road,  Village 
Hill  Avenue  and  part  of  Nichols  Road  were  leveled  and  sealed  with  liguid  as- 
phalt and  stone.    An  erosion  and  drainage  problem  at  the  top  of  Hyde  Hill  was 
corrected. 

The  new  John  Deer  Bucket  Loader  was  purchased  with  funds  appropriated  at 
Town  Meeting  in  April  1985.    Our  used  loader  was  traded  towards  that  purchase. 
From  the  same  appropriation  an  air  compressor  and  air  tools,  a  walk  behind 
power  sweeper,  a  used  snow  plow  and  a  used  road  grader  were  also  purchased. 

To  avert  a  potential  hazard,  we  designed  and  had  constructed  a  tool  box 
for  each  dump  truck  to  have  a  place  outside  the  cab  to  carry  gasoline  cans, 
chain  saws,  chains  and  other  tools.     Studded  tires  wereput  on  each  truck,  front 
and  rear,  to  help  control  the  vehicles  on  ice. 

In  September  Hurricane  Gloria  inflicted  some  damage  to  our  roads.  The 
Town  applied  for  $4,200.00  reimbursement  for  labor,  eguipment,  and  material 
used  as  a  result  of  the  storm.  Application  was  also  made  for  $17,100.00  in 
estimated  losses  mostly  in  the  form  of  gravel  lost  from  unpaved  roads. 

I  am  confident  that  the  purchase  of  a  road  grader  will  bear  out  the  fact 
that  the  Town  can  own  certain  pieces  of  eguipment  now  rented  and  recieve  more 
service  for  less  money.     I  would  like  to  carry  this  idea  to  other  areas  and 
one  day  investigate  owning  a  sand  and  gravel  screen,  a  street  sweeper,  a  uti- 
lity tractor  large  enough  to  run  a  backhoe,  and  a  four  wheel  drive  pickup  truck 

I  wish  to  thank  the  Board  of  Selectpersons  for  the  confidence  they  have  in 
my  judgement.     Also  the  other  Town  Boards  and  Departments  for  their  cooperation 
and  the  Towns  full  time  Highway  Employees,  John  Kolosewicz  and  Linwood  Clark 
whose  dedication  and  expertise  make  the  Highway  Superintendents  job  very  en  - 
joyable.

The  duties  of  the  visiting  nurse  are  to  provide  to  Haydenville  and  Will- 
iamsburg residence  home  visits  for  medical  or  surgical  care,  when  so  ordered 
by  their  attending  physician.     The  nurse  is  expected  to  communicate  to  the 
physician  the  progress  of  said  orders  or  needs  of  the  patient  in  the  course  of 
any  treatment  or  care  of  said  patient  necessary  for  their  well  being  in 
their  home.     The  nurse  also  kept  track  of  the  lending  of  all  donated  eguip- 
ment  such  as  walkers  etc.  which  there  was  an  assortment  of  but  at  times  a 
shortage  of. 

On  the  second  Monday  of  each  month  from  8:30  to  10:30  A.M.  the  monthly 
blood  pressure  clinic  was  held  by  the  visiting  nurse  and  this  was  a  bonus  to 
the  towns  people.     These  clinics  kept  the  people  and  doctors  better  informed 
and  cut  down  on  house  calls  for  blood  pressure  problems.     The  clinic  also  made 
the  townspeople  more  aware  of  the  importance  of  diet,  weight  and  excercise. 

For  the  nine  months-Jan.  through  Sept., 52  home  visits  were  made,  276 
miles  traveled  and  $349.00  donated  to  the  agency  by  townspeople  and  was  hand- 
ed back  to  the  association  by  Mrs.  Audrey  Nelson. 

The  visiting  nurse  was  on  duty  from  8:00  A.M.  to  11:00  A.M.  Monday  through 
Friday.    After  seven  years  service  to  the  town,    Mrs.  Audrey  Nelson,  R.N.  will 
no  longer  be  of  service  to  the  association  but  she  will  always  be  happy  to  help 
if  need  be,  via  the  telephone  at268-7254,  to  a  person  in  need,  or  a  shot  to  be 
given  etc.

The  Board  of  Health  has  had  another  busy  year.    During  1985  the  Board  has: 
Continued  dye  testing  for  sewer  and  septic  problems. 

Responded  to  an  increasing  number  of  rental  housing  complaints.  (These 
complaints  have  increased  in  number  in  each  of  the  last  three  years). 
Attended  several  seminars  on  Public  Health  issues. 
Made  routine  inspections  of  restaurants  and  stores. 
—    Worked  with  other  Town  officials:  The  Building  Inspector;  The  Sewer 
Commission;  The  Water  Department;  The  Selectmen;  The  Planning  Board; 
The  Town  Treasurer  and  the  new  Water  Protection  group. 
Performed  inspection  for  new  business  and  for  business  expansion  and 
remodeling. 

Performed  numerous  site  inspections  regarding  health  and  sanitation 
issues . 

Continued  to  fund: 

The  Goshen  Ambulance 

The  Public  Health  Nurse 

Elu  Vacination  for  the  elderly 

Currently  reading  and  preparing  our  response  to  the  proposed:  Williams- 
burg Hazardous  Material  and  Underground  Storage  Control  By-Law. 
Had  some  areas  of  failure: 

-  We  have  been  unable  to  find  and  sign  on  board  an  Animal  Inspector. 
We  must  also  note  that  the  Town  does  not  have  a  dog  officer.  These 
positions  should  be  filled.     We  invite  any  interested  parties  to 
contact  the  Board  of  Health,  The  Selectmen,  or  the  Police  Dept. 

-  We  have  not  completed  the  recycling  bins  at  our  transfer  station 
(Dump)  as  proposed.     We  intend  to  solicit  assistance,  material  and 
manpower,  during  1986  to  complete  this  activity.* 

The  second  half  of  fiscal  1986  can  best  be  characterized  as  the  year  of 
increased  landfill/Transfer  station  costs.     During  fiscal  1985,  the  Board 
had  entered  into  a  5  year  contract  with  Calduwood  Enterprises.     This  contract 
fixed  haulage  fees  for  5  years.     The  contract  could  not,  however,  fix  dump- 
ing charges.     These  dumping  charges  increased,  as  of  January  1,  1986,  by 
approximately  40?£.*      As  a  result  of  these  increases  and  a  proposal  to  hire 
a  half-time  health  agent*  the  projected  budget  for  the  Board  of  Health  for 
fiscal  year  1987  shows  an  increase  of  nearly  $43,000.00.     The  Board  and  the 
Town  of  Williamsburg  are  facing  yet  another  price  increase  in  the  cost  of 
operation  of  the  Town's  Transfer  Station.     The  cost  of  dumping  compacted  and 
non-cor.prcteH  material  at  the  Granby  Land^i'l    a    b^en  raised,  effective 
January  6,  1986  by  an  average  of  43  percent.     This  increase  will  act  to  in- 
crease the  cost  of  operating  our  Transfer  Station  by  approximately  $25,000.00 
for  fiscal  7/1/86  to  6/30/87.     furthermore  this  will  add  nearly  $15,000.00  in 
costs  to  the  operation  of  theTransfer  Station  for  the  balance  of  fiscal  85-86. 

*  See  below 

The  increased  dumping  costs  are  as  follows:  (items  *  above) 

—  Compacted  material:  Increased  from  $18.00  a  ton  to  $26.50  a  ton. 
We  average  2  compacted  boxes  a  week.  This  translates  to  a  yearly 
new  cost  of  $27,568.88.     This  increase  is  approximately  40%. 

—  Open  box  material:     Increased  from$4.00  per  yard  to  $8.00  per  sard 
plus  a  surcharge  of  $0.50  per  ton.     Our  average  50  yard  open  box  will 
now  cost  approximately  $404.00  each.     We  have  been  sending,  on  (cont.) 
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average,  an  open  box  every  6  days  or  approximately  60  per  year.  This 
translates  to  a  yearly  new  cost  of  $24,240.00. 

Haulage  fees:  The  transportation  costs  have  been  fixed  by  contract 
for  a  5  year  period.  Based  on  historical  data,  that  is  we  will  re- 
quire no  more  trips  than  in  the  past,  this  cost  will  be  $17,160.00. 
Total  costs:  The  total,  non-salary,  non  electricity,  not  stump-dump 
related  ,  costs  for  operation  of  the  Transfer  Station  projected  for 
Fiscal  1986-87  will  be:  $68,960.00. 

—  Costs  for  balance  of  Fiscal  1985-86:     We  estimate  that  this  increase 
will  approximate  $15,000.00.     We  will  know  better  in  February-March 
and  will  present  this  request  to  the  Finance  Committee. 

Proposals: 

—  We  are  going  to  remove  the  open  box  ENTIRELY.     This  can  be  accomplished 
by  compacting  completely  and  totally  each  compacted  load  and  calling 
Calduwood  on  Sunday  when  we  need  to  have  the  box  transported.  We 

have  been  assured  that  Calduwood  will  respond  in  a  timely  fashion. 

—  We  are  going  to  have  a  box  placed  at  the  transfer  station  for 
NEWSPAPERS  ONLY.     No  cardboard.     Cardboard  must  be  compacted.  Citi- 
zens MUST    begin  separating  their  trash. 

—  We  are  going  to  have  a  second  box  placed  at  the  transfer  station  for 
METALS.  All  metals  should  be  placed  in  the  metal  box.  NO  TRASH,  NO 
PAPER. 

—  We  are  going  to  have  to  begin  policing  more  stringently,  what  is  de- 
posited where. 

a.  Leaves,  clippings,  wood-clean-must  be  placed  at  the  STUMP  DUMP. 

b.  Papers,  newsprint  must  be  re-cycled. 

c.  metals  must  be  re-cycled. 

REMEMBER  EVERY  ITEM  THAT  WE  DO  NOT  SHIP  TO  GRANBY  SAVES  THE  TOWN  MONEY 
Every  dollar  returned  will  act  to  reduce  our  cost  of  operation. 
--    We  are  considering  establishing  bins  for  the  collection  of  CLEAN  green 
and  white  glass.     Brown  glass  has  NO  value.     Glass  CAN  NOT  be  mixed. 
Nor  can  it  be  dirty.     We  are  not  yet  prepared  to  go  ahead  with  this 
item. 

—  We  optimistically    hope  for  a  savings  of  +  $10,000.00  per  year  from 
items  1-4  based  on  discussions  with  Calduwood. 

The  Town  of  Williamsburg  should  seriously  consider  the  hiring  of  a  Health 
Agent  to  work  under  the  direction  of  the  Board  of  Health.     Although  the  1984 
interlocal  Cooperation  Study  did  not  support  Williamsburg  in  it's  efforts  with 
the  participating  communities  (Chesterfield,  Cummington,  Goshen,  Hatfield,  Hunt- 
ington and  Worthington) ;     We  wish  to  be  given  the  authority  to  enter  into  dis- 
cussion with  Northampton  and/or  the  University  of  Massachusetts  regarding  the 
part  time  use  of  an  agent  or  agents . (perhaps  on  an  hourly  basis).    We  may  be 
able  to  find  Public  Health  graduate  students  who  are  qualified  sanitarians  who 
may  be  able  to  satisfy  our  needs  and  gain  experience  at  the  same  time.     We  re- 
quest that  the  dollar  amount  for  expenditures  be  set  at  $15,000.00  (12,000.00 
new  money)  for  Fiscal  1987. 

Please  be  prepared  to  discuss  the  Board  of  Health  and  it's  Fiscal  1987 
budget  on  the  Town  Meeting  floor.

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WILLIAMSBURG  CONSERVATION  COMMISSION  ANNUAL  REPORT  1985 

The  Conservation  Commission,  as  appointed  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  plans 
to  hold  monthly    meetings  on  the  second  Thursday  of  each  month  at  7:30  P.M.  at 
the  Town  Offices.     The  Commission  is  empowered  with  the  administration  of  General 
Law  131,  Section  40  (The  Wetland  Protection  Act)  within  the  Town  of  Williamsburg. 
The  Act  covers  any  activity  within  a  wetland,   floodplain,  or  within  a  buffer  zone 
of  100  feet  from  any  river  or  stream.     No  work  should  commence  in  any  wetland  area 
without  a  prior  filing  of  a  Notice  of  Intent  with  the  Conservation  Commission. 

During  the    year  1985,  the  Conservation  Commission  held  two  advertised  hear- 
ings, one  for  a  garage  to  be  constructed  in  a  floodplain  and  one  for  a  bridge  to 
be  constructed  over  a  stream.     The  Commission  issued  an  Order  of  Conditions, 
(permit)  on  each  project. 

The  Commission  members  also  attended  various  Board  of  Appeals  and  Planning 
Board  hearings  to  provide  input  where  necessary.    Commission  members  also  inspected 
numerous  sites  to  look  into  complaints  and  requests  for  advice.     The  Commission 
reviews  forest  Cutting  Plans  and  building  permit  requests  when  possible  wetlands 
might  be  involved.     The  Commission  issued  a  Certificate  of  Compliance  on  one 
project  from  1984  which  had  been  completed. 

The  Conservation  Commission  has  copies  of  Wetland  Regulations  and  application 
forms  and  will  make  them  available  to  town  residents  upon  request.

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REPORT  OF  THE  POLICE  DEPARTMENT  1985 

The  Chief  of  Police  respectfully  submits  the  following  report  for  the 
Police  Department  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1985. 

During  the  year  the  Police  Chief  and  four  officers  attended  classes  and 
seminars  covering  different  aspects  of  police  procedure.    Four  officers  received 
re-certification  in  radar  operation. 

During  the  1985  calendar  year  the  department  issued  one  hundred  sixty-one 
citations  for  traffic  violations.     Twenty-two  accidents  were  investigated. 
Forty-nine  investigations  were  conducted  and  nine  arrests  were  made. 

Twenty-two  License  to  Carry  applications  were  processed  and  twenty-seven 
Fire  Arms  Identification  Cards  were  issued. 

Twenty  police  reports,  reguested  by  insurance  companies  and  individuals, 
were  mailed. 

The  total  number  of  man  hours  worked  were  two  thousand  nine  hundred  and 
twenty-six . 

The  Department  numbers  seven  part-time  officers,  one  policewoman,  and  one 
secretary  dispatcher.

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REPORT  OF  THE  FIRE  DEPARTMENT  1985 

The  Williamsburg  Fire  Department  answered  54  calls  during  1985.  Seven- 
teen were  grass  or  woodland  fires,  eight  were  vehicle  accidents,  seven  appliance 
malfunctions,  six  chimney  fires,  three  structure  fires,  two  vehicle  fires,  six 
mutual  aid  to  other  communities,  and  five  miscellanious  calls. 

Training  remains  an  important  and  time  consuming  part  of  the  firefighters 
responsibilities.     Our  members  attend  drills  run  by  our  own  officers.  Drills 
are  held  in  conjunction  with  the  Chesterfield  and  Goshen  Fire  Department.  We 
participate  in  School  and  Drills  conducted  by  the  Hampshire  County  Fire  Defense 
Association  with  the  co-operation  of  the  County  Commissioners.     Special  courses 
are  conducted  by  the  Massachusetts  Firefighting  Academy.     At  the  present  time 
we  are  trying  to  arrange  for  a  knowledgable  person  from  outside  our  Fire  Dept. 
to  conduct  regular  training  in  an  effort  to  improve  our  skills  and  efficiency. 

There  is  a  great  deal  of  emphasis  on  fires  and  other  incidents  involving 
hazardous  materials.     It  would  be  impossible  for  every  community  to  prepare  for 
such  occurances,  however  some  effort  is  being  made  on  a  Regional  basis  to  obtain 
materials  and  training  necessary. 

It  is  our  desire  to  purchase  a  new  Fire  Truck.     It  is  most  important  to  keep 
a  modern  reliable  truck  in  each  of  our  two  Fire  Stations.     At  this  Town  Meet- 
ing the  Fire  Dept.  will  seek  permission  to  obtain  bids  with  an  appropriation 
reguested  next  Annual  Town  Meeting. 

The  presence  of  smoke  detectors  in  each  home  is  an  asset  of  immeasurable 
value.     Smoke  detectors  must  be  kept  in  working  order.  A  problem  with  a  smoke 
detector  on  it's  placement  must  be  solved  by  some  means  other  than  disconnecting 
it.     This  problem  has  surfaced  especially  in  rented  properties. 

I  wish  to  thank  the  Fire  Fighters  and  officers  of  the  Williamsburg  Fire 
Department  for  their    dedication  to  the  Town  and  it's  Fire  Department,  and  for 
the  time  they  give  to  insure  the  guality  of  service  available  from  the  Fire 
Department .

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REPORT  OF  THE  AMBULANCE  SERVICE 

In  calendar  year  1985  the  Goshen  Ambulance  responded  to  183  calls,  treating 
187  patients;  28  vehicle  trauma,  29  trauma,  42  medical  emergencies,  34  cardiac/ 
breathing  difficulty,  16  routine  transport,  20  treated  on  scene,  4  mutual  aide, 
and  10  fire  standby.     We  also  covered  5  events  in  our  area.     Of  the  above  calls 
there  were  10  where  A.L.S.   (advanced  life  support)  was  provided  by  our  EMT-I 
personnel . 

We  are  guite  pleased  that  we  have  4  new  EMT's.     In  Chesterfield,  Deb 
Howard  and  Dave  Keefe,  in  Goshen,  Dave  Guertin  and  in  Williamsburg,  Joy  Cross. 
These  new  techs  have  been  eguipped  with  pagers  and  jumpkits.     This  brings 
our  ranks  to  22  Basic  EMT's  and  2  EMT-I,  in  Goshen-8Basics  and  one  I,  in  Ches- 
terfield 8  Basics  and  in  Williamsburg  6  Basic  and  one  I.     Even  with  this  number 
of  people  we  still  encounter  times  when  it  is  difficult  to  staff  the  ambulance 
especially  during  the  day.     Because  of  this  daytime  dillema  our  system  of  dis- 
patching a  tech  from  his/her  town  to  the  scene  sometimes  does  not  work  and  we 
are  forced  to  send  extra  crew  from  Goshen  to  cover,  especially  to  Williamsburg. 
Williamsburg,  we  need  more  volunteers  from  your  town!! 

Our  congratulations  to  Mike  Safford  and  Joe  Guerin  of  Chesterfield  who  have 
completed  the  EMT-Intermediate  class  and  are  awaiting  their  State  Exam. 

In  a  effort  to  increase  the  level  of  training  of  Basic  EMT's  we  assisted 
in  lobbying  OEMS  to  return  the  use  of  MAST  (military  anti  schock  trousers)  to 
the  Basic  level.     We  were  successful  and  courses  are  in  the  planning  stages 
to  train  all  EMT's  in  this  skill.     We  also  sponsored  6,  3  hour  lectures  by  Dr. 
George  Deering  of  Berkshire  Medical  Center.     Dr.  Deering  is  the  medical  advisor 
for  our  service.     These  programs  were  so  well  recieved  that  we  have  scheduled 
6  more  for  1986. 

1986  is  our  30th  Anniversary.     In  the  past  we  have  had  very  generous  com- 
munity support  and  this  year  we  drive  for  funds  for  a  new  vehicle    and  we  will 
again  look  to  the  people  to  provide  these  funds  by  donations.     We  need  approx- 
imately $50,000.00.     The  Williamsburg  Lions  Club  is  assisting  in  these  fund 
raising  efforts  and  we  are  confident  that  we  will  reach  our  goal. 

This  year  from  donated  funds  we  purchased  a  "Pac-RT"  portable  radio  which 
allows  the  EMT  to  contact  the  hospital  from  the  patients  side.     Also  a 
"Lifestat"  Blood  pressure  monitor  was  recieved  which  allows  the  techs  to  take 
multiple  readings  on  the  patient  automatically  freeing  them  to  perform  other 
lifesaving  measures. 

With  thanks  to  those  whose  dedication  make  this  service  possible.

The  year  1985  was  one  of  continued  growth  and  a  change  in  Directors.  Mrs. 
Parmalee  Jones  who  became  our  Director  on  August  20,  1984  served  us  for  six 
months  in  a  very  receptive  and  understanding  manner.     On  February  1,  1985  she 
submitted  her  resignation  as  Director  as  it  became  necessary  because  of  added 
responsibilities  at  home.     She  left  on  March  2,  1985.     In  a  short  time,  after 
a  committee  review  of  applications,  Ms.  Martha  Hess  was  appointed  as  the  new 
Director  and  joined  us  in  April.     Under  her  direction,  we  moved  along  with  the 
usual  path  of  the  Council  with  progress  and  interest.     Helen  Kellogg  resigned 
from  the  Elder  Service  Corps  where  she  was  Acting  Director. 

The  Haydenville-Williamsburg  Regional  Center  is  pleased  to  report  the 
highlights  of  1985.     The  Department  of  Elder  Affairs  (MA  State  DEA)  awarded  the 
Council  a  Grant  and  combined  with  an  additional  funding  from  Highland  Valley 
Elder  Services  and  a  sharing  fund  from  Goshen  we  maintained  the  salary  of  the 
Director  and  extended  our  mailing  of  the  Hilltown  Newsletter  to  the  six  Hill- 
towns  in  the  regional  area. 

The  Hilltown  Transportation  Van,  in  which  we  share  the  support,  continued 
to  be  maintained  for  our  senior  citizens  to  meet  their  needs,  i.e.,  medical 
appointments,  shopping  trips  and  incidental  reguests  for  transportation  on  the 
one  day  that  was  assigned  to  the  Regional  Center. 

We  continued  to  offer  valued  services  such  as  the  Brown  Bag  food  distri- 
bution, hot  lunches  served  at  the  Meal  Site  five  days  a  week,  including  the 
"Meal  on  Wheels"  for  the  home  bound.     The  Fuel  Assistance  Application  forms 
were  available  and  processed  for  persons  needing  this  service.     The  Foot  Clinic 
and  Blood  Pressure  Clinics  were  open  to  all  seniors  in  the  area.     We  often  had 
special  speakers  on  pertinent  items  of  interest  come  to  the  Center. 

The  Activities  Club  continued  to  have  monthly  Birthday  luncheons.  We 
observed  the  Older  Americans  Month  in  May  with  a  potluck  luncheon  at  the  Center. 
The  Annual  Christmas  Party  was  held  at  the  Whale  Inn  with  over  one  hundred  in 
attendance.     Other  activities  included  chair  caneing,  needlework  and  lampshade 
class. 

Our  Travel  Club  had  many  interesting  trips.     One  in  particular  was  the 
Ottawa  Tulip  Festival,  a  beautiful  sight.     There  have  been  many  day  trips  in- 
cluding trips  to  the  Coachlight  Theater  in  Windsor  Connecticut. 

The  Council  on  Aging  welcomed  a  new  member  to  the  Board  to  fill  the  vacancy 
made  by  the  resignation  of  Rev.  Joan  Williams.     The  newest  member  of  the  Board 
is  Mrs.  Athena  Warren. 

We  wish  to  express  our  sincere  appreciation  to  the  Town  of  Williamsburg 
for  their  support  and  understanding  of  the  growth  and  development  of  the  Senior 
Drop-In  and  Meal  Site  Center.     To  the  many  individuals  who  have  assisted  and 
shared  in  the  progress  of  this  1985  year  we  are  very  grateful.     We  look  forward 
with  continued  energy  and  anticipation  for  the  1986  season.    Most  of  all  we  look 
forward  to  many  of  you  dropping  in  and  sharing  what  the  Center  has  to  offer.

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SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT 

This  past  July,  Governor  Michael  S.  Dukakis  signed  into  law, 
The  Public  School  Improvement  Act  of  1985  (Chapter  188).  The  new 
legislation  proposes  to  ensure  educational  excellence  and  equity 
in  all  classrooms  throughout  Massachusetts.  The  Governor  and  the 
Great  and  General  Court  have  provided  $211  million  to  be 
channeled  to  local  school  districts  to  strengthen  and  improve  the 
educational  system. 

There  are  provisions   in  the   law  for  new  opportunities  and 
challenges   to  both  the   local  school  districts   and   the  State 
Department  of  Education.     The  Public   School   Improvement  Act 
addresses   itself  to   the  major  issues   that   have   concerned  us 
locally  and  nationally:    basic  skills,   testing,   early  childhood, 
teacher  quality,   remediation,   curriculum  assessment,   staff  eval- 
uation,  administrative   leadership,  minimum  standards   and  equal 
educational  opportunities. 

Our  school  system  has,  within  the   last   two  years,   placed  a 
considerable   amount   of  emphasis  on  many  of  the   areas  mentioned 
in  Chapter   188.      Special  attention  has  been  given  to  curriculum 
assessment,   basic  skills,   early   childhood,   evaluation  and  testing. 
We   feel  confident   that  our  school  system  has   taken  the  initial 
steps  to   improve  all   aspects  of  elementary  and   secondary  education 
within  our   communities   and  we   look  forward   to   the   financial  and 
organizational   help  promised   in  the  new  law. 
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SCHOOL   COMMITTEE  REPORT 


The   policy  of   the  Hampshire   Regional   District    School  Committee 
promulgates   that    the   committee   communicate  with  the   public    it  serves 
"regarding   the   purposes,   values,    conditions,    and    needs   of  the 
schools."      In   response   to   that   direction,   this   report    is  submitted 
to   the  towns. 

During  the   Calendar  Year    1985,    the   School   Committee   has  en- 
couraged  the  development   of   a  high  school   health  curriculum.  De- 
signed  to   assist   our   students   answer  many   health   related  questions, 
as  well   as   concerns   for   substance   abuse,   we   plan   to   include   the  pro- 
gram in  academic  year   86-87.     Other   curricular  developments  include 
K-12   integrated   Social   Studies  Program,   and  work  upon   a  K-12  Math 
Program.      The   Committee   also   sees   the   need    for   training  our  students 
in  study  skills   and   time  management.     We  plan  to   incorporate  this 
training  into  the  Junior  High  Program   for   academic  year  86-87. 

In  keeping  with  our   concern   for   student  welfare,   the  Committee 
has   supported   several  programs  dealing  with  students   and  alcohol 
abuse.     These  include   SADD   (Students  Against   Drunk  Driving),  Western 
Massachusetts   Safety  Council  Program   for   the   10th  grade,   and  Peer 
Education  Program. 

Responding  to   the   rapidly   increasing  use  of   computers    in  all 
aspects  of   life,   the   committee   applauds   faculty  efforts   to  more  fully 
inform  themselves   in  computer   use   as   they   also   strive   to  develop  a 
comprehensive   computer  program   in  the  school.      We   are  pleased   that  the 
GTE  Foundation  accepted   a   grant   proposed   by  N.    James  McClaflin  and 
David  Magee,   supported   by  Dr.    Fallon,   to   the   Fellowship  Program  for 
secondary  mathematics   and   science   teachers.      The  money   from  this  has 
gone  directly  to  buy   computers   to   create    a  new   computer   course  and 
to  provide  professional  development    for   the  staff. 

Winter  and  Spring  Junior  Varsity  sports  and  the  go  1  *  orogram, 
were  part  of  the  cuts  necessitated  by  our  towns'  inability  to  meet 
our  budgetary  needs.  We  accepted,  with  gratitude  ,  the  Booster  Club's 
offer  to  support  at  least  J.V.  Basketball,  and  our  spring  J.V.  sports 
if  they  can  raise  the  money.  We  thank  them  also  for  their  support 
which  assisted  in  paying  for  Jr.  High  Intramural  Basketball  during 
the   84-85   academic  year. 

The  spring  of   1985,   the   Stanford  Achievement  Tests  were  admini- 
stered  to   grades  K-6  as  previously  done,   and   also   to   grade   7.  The 
results  of  this   test   for   the  seventh  grade   indicate   even  preparation 
for   the  Regional  Program  among  the   five   towns'    elementary  schools. 
The   average   results   in  each  of  the   fourteen   areas   tested    are   in  the 
80th  percentile,   high  above   the  national   averages.     The   results  in- 
dicate high  performance   in  both   learning   and   teaching   in   grade  seven 
and   the  district's  elementary  schools.     The   tests  will   be  continued 
to  assist   in  measuring  the   effectiveness  of  our  instruction. 

Policy  changes  made  by  the   committee   this  year   include   a  broad- 
ening of  building  use   guidelines,    a  review  of   the   administration  of 
medication  to   students,   and  provision   for   a  superintendent  hearing 
in  the   administration  of  serious  discipline   cases  to   students  sub- 
sequent  to  suspension. 
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The  Hampshire  Regional   School  Committee  recognizes  its 
responsibility  to  provide     our  students  with  the  broadest 
educational  opportunities  possible.     Believing  that  our  towns 
will  benefit   throughout   the  future  by  populace  trained  in 
clear  thinking  and  objectivity,  we  have  annually  developed  a 
budget  designed  to   support  educational  programs  to  accomplish 
these   goals.     We   recognize   the   financial  constraints  of  Prop. 
2-1/2.     In  hopes  of  meeting  our  educational  responsibilities 
and   also  of   alleviating  the   financial  burden  experienced  by 
the  towns   as  they  attempt   to  pay  for   increasing  educational 
costs,   the  committee  has   supported   Superintendent  Dragon's 
year   long  efforts   to   uncap  Chapter   70.     The  perceptive  and 
intelligent  quality  of  these  efforts  has  been  recognized  by 
the  Commissioner  of  Education  and  by  the  Governor  of  the 
Commonwealth.      It    is  our  hope  that   additional  state  aid  will 
be  the  reward. 

We  have  attempted  to  maintain  our  educational  program 
as  fully  as  possible  throughout  the  past   five  years  of  in- 
creasingly restricted   finances.     We  have  done  this,   in  part, 
at   the   cost  of  maintenance   and  equipment.      It   is  incumbent 
upon  the  committee  to   forwarn  the  towns  that  these  costs 
cannot  be  put  off  forever.     A  solution  must  be  found  to  allow 
us  to  continue  providing  high  quality  education  while  main- 
taining the  physical  plant. 

The  committee  accepted  with  deep  regret,  the  resignation 
of  Robert  A.   Johnson,   Special  Education  Director.     We  joined 
with  the  Union  #66  in  a  unanimous  decision  to  employ  Anthony 
Ryan  as  our  new  Special  Education  Director. 

It   has  given  the   committee  great  pleasure  over  the  year 
to   recognize  several  areas  of  student   achievement.     We  are 
proud   that  Andrea  Joyner,   Donald  Olbris   and  Peter  Sumway  were 
chosen  by  the  Governor   to  receive  Commonwealth  Scholar  Awards. 
Diane  Olbris  received   the  Massachusetts  Association  of  School 
Superintendents  Certificate  of  Academic  Excellence  to  the 
applause  of  the   committee.     Out   of  over   forty-two  thousand 
students   taking  the  National  Merit   Scholarship  exam,  only  four 
hundred   and  twenty-three  placed   as   semi-finalists.     Of  this 
group,   three  are  Hampshire  Regional  seniors:     Anne  Frary,  Amy 
Frary,   and  Diane  Olbris.     Among  the  top  5%  are  three  more  Hamp- 
shire Regional  Seniors:     Donald  Butman,  Christopher  Hancewicz, 
and  Keith  Lambert.     Although  academic  achievement   is  not  the 
only  measurement  of  the  success  of  an  educational  program,  it 
is  an  important  one.     We  are  proud  that  the  education  received 
at  Hampshire  Regional  High  School  has  been  of  such  outstanding 
benefit  to  these  students'  lives.
